They remain dur- 
ing thu winter in the surface of the 
ground and appear in the spring in 
the adult form. These in turn lay 
their eggs upon spring wheat plains 
and cause the destruction of such 
plants as they feed upon. However, 
the denotation of the first brood in 
the spring Is seldom noticed. It is 
the second brood of flies whose 
progeny brings nbout the work of 
destroying the wheat beds. It la 
eloiined that even a thirtl brood 
inukes its appearance and again de- 
posit* its eggs upon young wheat. It 
is our opinion that grasses will fur- 
nish the necessary breeding ground 
just 'is well as winter wheat. 

The accompanying illustration 
shows portions of two heads of 
wheat that have been affected by the 
Insect, as well ns the pupa and larva 
form and mature condition of the in- 
sect. 'I liese are magnified, und con- 
ception of the real size may be ob- 
tained by the little character placed 
beside each figure, which indicates 
their exact length. 

The mailable remedies for this in- 
sect are preventive rather than cura- 
tive. Wheat should not be grown 
continuously on the same soil, and, 
Indeed, long rotation should lie in- 
troduced In which there are a variety 
of crops. We have know n many per- 
sons who were troubled with this 
pest to burn their stubble, thinking 
in this way that they brought about 
the destruction of large numbers. 
Fortunately there Is a fungous dis- 
ease that attacks this maggot nnd 
fly, so that there Is some likelihood 
of its rapid Increase being prevented. 

USE PAINT FREQUENTLY. 

Tbe Farmer Who Does Jiol Care for 
<hp Appearance of His Premises 
Makes a Mistake. 

The importance of keeping farm 
buildings well painted is apparently 
not appreciated us it stwuld be. In 
traveling about the country, great 
carelessness in this respect Is notice- 
able on every hand. Neat looking 
houses, barns nnd other buildings de- 
note thrift and good management, 
while dilapidated weather-worn 
■tructures give the place an air of 
neglect or poverty, according to the 
degree of decay. If a farmer cares 
nothing for looks, he should keep 
his buildings well painted, because 
It is good business to do so. Good 
paint, In convenient form for use. Is 
now put up and sold at reasonable 
prices. Anyone with sufficient en- 
ergy to rub the palat well into the 
weather checks, and interest enough 
In his work to kfep the pnlnt thin, 
can do a good job of painting. A 
thoroughly good brush is necessary; 
this is a sure case of the best be- 
ing the cheapest, ns it will ant only 
enable a man to do more and bet- 
ter work but a good brush wlU last 
longer tJinn a cheap one. The fall 
is the best time to do outside paint 
ing, as it then hat all winter in 
which to harden slowjy— whereas 
paint put on In spring or summer la 
sometimes injured with the hot aun 
while It is fresh and soft.— Agri 
cultural Kpitomlst.
